Rules 

II: OBJECT OF THE GAME (Part One) 

"As soon as one Great Power controls 10 Supply Centres, it is 
said to have 'gained control of Europe,' and the player repre- 
senting that Great Power is the winner." 



Well, that's one way to win — and the surest. A player who in- 
tends to win a game (some don't) should keep that goal in mind 
from the beginning of the game and roughly map out the 10 
centres he intends to capture. He should make early plans to 
break through a.ny potential stalemate lines. (To find a stale- 
mate line, draw a reasonably straight line through Switzerland. 
There are others, but these are the most common. A stalemate 
line is any area which contains enough supply centres to main- 
tain an unbreakable defensive position. ) 

If Turkey, for example, intends to include France in his con- 
quered territory by game's end, he'll have to develop fleets 
in the Western Med early. If he intends to include Germany, 
he'll have to get by the stalemate line running through Munich 
before it gets set up. And so on, for every power. 

Note that such a win cannot occur in the Spring. The rules 
say you must control 10 centres and you can establish that 
only in the Pall, after all retreats. However, games which 
end by concession or draws can end in any season. 

On the average, games end in 1909. Some end as early as 1905, 
or potentialy earlier, and some go on well into the 1920's. 
I don't know if any have lasted until 1930, but if someone 
knows of such a game, let me know. 
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History 

ALBANIA 

-oday the most extreme of Communistic countries, Albania deve- ' 
loped out of a loose confederation of shepherding communities 
in the fifteenth century. The Ottomans took over control after 
an unsucessful revolt and converted the area to Islam. It 
v/rnn't until the Napoleonic Wars that the Balkan peoples ex- 
perienced a rise in nationalism and were able to begin to 
throw out the Ottoman rulers. Throughout the ninteenth century 
there were isolated revolts against the Ottomans in Albania, 
hitt, though Europe recognised Albania as an independant power 
in 1912, no national government of any consequence was formed 
until after World War I. 

Between the wars the Balkans experienced great economic diff- 
iculties, but Albania did manage to get some trade with Italy. 
Both Fascists, backed by Italy, and Communists , backed by 
Russia, vied for control of the Balkans against a background of 
increasing political unrest. When Albania's King Zog's regime 
collapsed in 1939, Italy took over direct administrative cont-* 
rol of the country. During World War II resistance groups in 
Albania were generally Communists. When Italy capitulated in 
1 943, the Allies put large supplies of arms into the hands of 
these resistance groups, leaving the Communists in a strong 
position following the war. 

Yugoslavia sent troops and advisors into Albania in January, 
1946 to establish a revolutionary government. But, during the 
quarrels between Tito and Stalin (1940), Albania broke with 
Yugoslavia and evicted all Yugoslav advisors. And when it look- 
ed as though Yugoslavia and the USSR were coming to terms after 
Stalin's death, Albania broke relations with Russia, throwing 
out its advisors and joining an alliance with China. Albania 
is still quite isolated from the rest of Europe, but is grad— 
ually building up an industrial base.

THE DESERT ANGEL (UTAH) 



',/hat can one say about the great deserts I crossed heading to- 
wards Salt Lake City? There was just a gradual cessation of 
vegetation of any type, great flat basins of dry earth and sand 
stretched between low mountain ranges of red rock, dust devils 
swirling along beside me — all was dun, tan, and rusty colours. 
Clouds would build up behind mountains, then swoop down across 
the plains, black and ominous, but no rain fell. Wind constant- 
ly buffeted the car. 

I stopoed for lunch at a roadside diner. It was just a room in 
someone's home with two formica tables graced with plastic 
covered chairs patched with peeling masking tape, worn linoleum 
on the floor, a counter with three rickety wooden stools. I sat 
at the counter and ordered a hamburger as the wind howled out- 
side. The heavy tough-looking woman who served me didn't res- 
pond to any attempt at friendliness. A state patrol car pulled 
up and two burly troopers, wearing tan cowboy hats, stomped in. 
They sat at a table and ordered their lunch. T£ey were dis cuss- 
^ing just where the H "Belle" was. ("La Belle Province" was on 
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my licence plate.) The waitress was included in their conversa- 
tion, but I was ignored. They finally decided it was some place 
"out East." I spoke up and told them it was in Canada, but they 
ignored that, one of them giving a dirty look as though to say, 
"Butt out. What do you know?" 

At one point that mid— af t ernoon I picked up a Mac truck as a 
tailgater. He bore down on me as I zipped along, never taking 
the opportunities to pass when they presented themselves. The 
highway was banked with piles of earth on either side, so that 
I could not see anything of the country, as though I were in a 
gully. I saw a Volkswagon parked beside the road up ahead and 
could make out a figure standing on the bank overlooking the 
highway. The truck filled my rear view mirror. He was so close 
I could almost make out the brand of cigaret in the driver's 
mouth. As I drew near the Volkswagon I could see it was a girl, 
her hands raised to her face as though she were looking through 
binoculars. Then, in the split second I passed, I could see she 
was stark naked, young and apparently pretty. I suffered a few 
moments' confusion, but the truck was inches from my rear bump- 
er. I had no choice but to keep going full out until I finally 
shook him at a traffic light in the next town, about twenty 
miles up the highway. 

I stopped to camp .just south of Salt Lake City. I kept asking 
'myself if I could have imagined it. But unless she was wearing 
a tan coloured shirt and shorts, skin tight, with nipples and 
a black patch painted on them. . . .But. . . I wasn't sure, and am 
still not, if that angel of the desert wasn't some kind of 
hallucination. It's one of those things I'll never know the 
answer to.

OPERATION SEA LION : The German-French All iance 
"by Tom Swider 

Time providing, I'll be submitting a series of DIPLOMACY art- 
icles on the topic of strange alliances and openings. Believe 
it or not, these ideas work both in theory and during the 
game. If you try any of the following, I'd like to hear how 
the game resulted. 

The western sphere of influence is an interesting one since its 
actions are the most directly affected by the other spheres, as 
in the case of which way Russia heads. His actions, for ex- 
ample, directly influence those of Germany and England. In the 
west, the usual outcome of the conflicts show either a German 
or French elimination; in face to face games there is a possi- 
bility of a triple western alliance forming. 

But what of an attack on England? Players discard this possi- 
bility due to Bitain's natural defenses. "Operation Sea Lion" 
to my knowledge is an original plan. I have used this opening 
strategy with an ally, usually as the German player, and I 
have been delighted with its results. "OSL" is unique in the 
fact that Russia and England will not be able to cooperate 
once the trap is sprung. 

The format of "Operation Sea Lion" is as follows. 
SPRI NG, .1901 

GER: F Kie - Den*; A Ber - Kie*; A Mun - Ruh*. 
FRA : F Bre - Eng* ; A Par - Pic*; A Mar - Spa*.

During the Spring negotiations Germany insists upon Russia 
moving his A Moscow north, using Sweden as a barganing tool. 
France, obviously, must say anything to keep England from 
moving south into the Channel. 

The Fall moves are contingent on whether Russia and, more im- 
portantly, England moved as predicted. Should Russia fail to 
move north, France may wish to consider hitting London and 
hope to catch the British trying to outwit him. Germany will 
also have to assist in the fall of England, but for no more 
than a year. Russia's failure to move north will result in 
England receiving a build and so it will not be ripe for the 
oickings yet.

England is forced onto the defensive due to the French fleet 
in the Channel. Of course, England will move as illustrated in 
taking Norway, since the true intentions of the German player 
are well disgiiised. F Den - Nth is the last move England will 
suspect Germany of taking. England will get a build only if he 
moves to Norway from the North, supported by F Nwg (an un- 
orthodox move), Russia, at this point, is not England's idea 
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of a Rood ally, Russia will begin to see the end of his pro- 
blems in the north, or so he thinks... 

England's F Nth will probably retreat to Yor or Edi to defend 
the homeland. 

The members of the alliance each get two builds. Germany will 
want to build F Kie and A Hun to convince Russia of his plans 
to invade England. France will want to raise two fleets. Neg- 
otiations with Italy here are vital for France's invasion of 
England. Use the F Mar to iffend off Italian attacks if need be, 
but try to sue for peace and get your revenge later. 

From this point on, the "divide and conquer" strategy will 
come into play. Because of the standoff in Norway, England will 
probably not negotiate with the Tsar who deprived him of his 
only hope for building. Russia, still unaware of the upcoming 
attack, remains faithful to the sneaky Kaiser*

Things should work out well, since England can't oppose the 
advancing French fleets (since Germany occupies the North Sea). 
Russia will find himself outnumbered, with Germany bringing 
three units against Sweden. Germany has the advantage of sur- 
prise, and with Sweden to fall and Warsaw threatened, Itussia 
will have to pull back his defenses to fend off the German 
attacks. Since Russia built in the south (StP was occupied by 
a unit), and was assured of a calm northern front, the Tsar 
possibly decided to head towards Turkey and Austria. Germany 
may find several friends (fiends?) willing to help him tackle 
Russia. 

Fall 1902 sees the fall of Sweden; France picks up Portugal 
and moves his invasion force north. If the Irish Sea was open 
he can, in the Fall, support a convoy into Wales, while 
F Spa fsc) advances to the MAO. This allows for the A Por to 
]-, e convoyed into Liverpool. England should fall easily, con- 
sidering you have more armies in Britain than he does and you 
can contest him in the waters. 

After two or three years, the spoils should look something 
like this: GER: home, H 0 1, Den, Swe, Nwy, StP, War (9) 
FRA: home, Spa, Por, Bel, Lon, Edi, Lvp (9) 

Both powers can now steamroller the rest of Europe. Germany 
has footholds in the east via Russia. This advantage is not 
gained with the popular E/F alliance; also, Germany's builds 
will be closer to the front being fought for. Since trance re- 
quired only a few fleets, her ability to switch to the Italian 
front will be quicker, with new fleets being built in Mar- 
seilles. Army-Fleet and supply centre balance is maintained 
between Germany and France, thus making a stab more difficult, 
or, in the minds of the vicious and compulsive blood-sucking 
player, more of a challenge. 

With Operation Sea Lion, felling England is not that difficult. 
Of course you must use your skills in charm (lying), but that 
is the prerequisite- for successful play of any country. Try it; 
^ you'll like it. 
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Letters 

First off, a few letters in reaction to Pete Saughan's question 
lfst month on how to reconcile the play of simulation war 
frames with Christianity. Dennis Duncan tried to come to grips 
with this question, 'rather well, I thought, as the following 
exernts show: 

"I play war frames, chess, etc. mostl3 r for the sake of competi- 
tion... the same reasons I fence and do Judo. I believe that it 
is impossible to fully enjny activities where thinking is a 
minor part. I have discovered that most war gamers are fairly 
smart and v ery competitive r Some people regard chess as a 
snort, as I do; I regard my games as a sport ... exercise for a 
part of the body. Exercise which is needed to keep the whole 
person as healthy as possible. 

"Backgammon originally started out as a simulation to teach 
younger members of the tribe infiltration tactics and to show 
that is is far better to travel in groups. Similarly, it is 
possible to evaluate history (both past, present, and future) 
via the mechanism of a simulation. As most of us cannot afford 
a large enough computer to do an adequate job of simulation, 
the board games are an excellent vehicle for exploration. As 
an accurate historical simulation of the First World War, DIP- 
LOMACY isn't all that great; as a simulation of the formation 
and sundering of various alliances, it i3 quite adequate. 

"I do not see where religion will enter into the p r lay ing of 
simulations, nor do I understand the reasons why it should 
even be considered. This is play , enjoyment pure and simple. 
Are children to be chastized because they play 'cops and 
robbers' and regularly have 'shoot-outs'? We know that this is 
fantasy and, what is more, the children know it. They are more 
than able to separate their fantasy roles and the real world. 
At leant the great majority of them are. Should these attitudes 
carry over into the real world, of course such play should be 
stopped for those children , not for all children. 

"With Mr. Gaughan's deep committment to the Christian ethos, 
it is obvious that his playing of DIPLOMACY doesn't make him 
a liar nnd a cheat in the every day life he leads." 

From Dave Carter: "You cannot reconcile religion with a simu- 
lation war game J You cannot reconcile religion with anything 
if you look at religion logically. The Bible is a history book 
that is far too heavily overemphasized." 

Before getting to the religion angle, let's look at the game. 
All games are based on hunting and killing or reenacting the 
struggle between good and evil, a game a chess and a ritual 
dance are similar in their human atavistic meaning. Humans 
seem to need to direct and control the killing instinct and 
games provide an admirable release mechanism. Games also help 
us to create order, and control seemingly random events much 
like ancient rituals designed to gain control over the spirits 
that threatened us with chaos at every turn. In my own case, 
the moment of pulling the trigger of a rifle gives me the 
same rush of emotion as ordering a carefully prepared stab in 
DIPLOMACY. There must be a connection at a deep level. I will 
stick to shooting rodents and playing DIPLOMACY and hopefully 
avoiding harming my fellow humans. > 
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On the subject of religion, raised above , Demi is Duncan 
further asked: "What are your views on the current creation- 
ist fooforaw?" 

First, thank God... the USA has a constitution separating the 
state and religion so that those screwballs can be kept out of 
classrooms. Harsh language, I know, but the creationists are 
destroying both religion and science. If you believe in God, 
then you must allow that he gave us brains and reason to use, 
not to bury under superstition. From what I've seen of the 
creationists' arguments, they will violate basic logic and 
reason, ignore data they disagree with, and twist quotations 
out of context in an attempt to legitimize their beliefs that 
detract from the glory of creation, malting God look like a 
second rate magician. The universe is a stupendous event made 
more wonderful by the discoveries of science. In my view, to 
deny evolution is to deny God. 

I'm afraid I must disagree with Dave Carter's comments. The 
Bible is anything but historical. History, as we understand it, 
is a recent development beyond the grasp of Jewish writers 
who compiled myths, poems, ritual laws, and oral traditions 
into what we know as the Bible. That is not to suggest that 
the Bible is not divinely inspired, if you will. But so are 
the Vedas, Upanishads, the Koran, the I Ching, the writings 
of Lao Tsu, of St. Augustine, of Thomas Aquinus, Martin Luther, 
and whoever. Man has always tried to come to terms with him** 
self, the universe, and God. Why should the writings of one 
small group be elevated above the others equally sincere, 
intelligent, and "inspired"?

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every winter morning. Sometimes I get up and help her clear 
the snow off, .just to show I'm willing." And: "I never tried 
tji^nin^ my lights on for 30 seconds "before starting my carl 
Wouldn't trying to start the car have the same effect on the 
electrical system and , who knows, the car may start anyway?" 

Probably. I saw that on one of those consumer advice shows and 
they swore it made a great difference. A battery loses 1 % q 
efficiency for every degree Celsius below zero. So, at —40 
you've got only about 60% efficiency. Headlights draw less 
power than a starter and so would be more gentle on the 
electrical system at waking it up and warming the battery. I 
ran into another bit of advice for cold starts: I had suggested 
using a 60 watt bulb to keep the block warm if you don't have 
a block heater. Apparently Christmas tree lights work well 
and have the advantage that you can drape them around the 
block and battery. Of course your car will look like a UFO in 
the dark, especially if you have flashing bulbs. Does Julie 
make house calls? 

Two more comments on my house rules. Dave CJarter writes: "Coun- 
tries going into CD should be entirely at the discretion of the 
GM, but I would hesitate to put a two-centre country into CD 
and I doubt if I would ever put a three-centre country into CD." 
Tom Swider adds: "As a GM, I put a power in CD if it has less 
than three units. I feel three is a good cut-off point since 
that is the minimum number of units a country can have to cap- 
ture an occupied centre while protecting the rest from a single 
strength attack. " 

Okay, I'm 30% convinced. Still, it does depend on the season, 
the number of other powers left in the game, how late in the 
game it is, where attacking units are, etc. I can't see how 
there can be one hard and fast rule, unless you always call 
for standbys, even with psero centres (that's possible), or 
never call for standbys. Perhaps I should change the rule to 
make the numbers and years I gave the outer limits beyond 
which I mugt call for standbys (as they read now), but leaving 
it to my discretion below those figures. Any other comments?
